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CLASS  HISTORY 


Crash!  Wham!  Forty  freshmen  made  a  crash  landing  into  Carthage  High  on 
a  clear  September  day  in  1950.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Tilley  was  our  homeroom  teacher 
and  under  her  supervision  we  enjoyed  several  parties,  weiner  roasts,  an  Easter 
play,  a  senior  farewell  tea,  and  a  tour  of  our  capitol  city,  Raliegh,  in  May. 

September,  1951,  we  returned  as  Sophomores.  Our  school  was  almost  as  new 
to  us  as  when  we  were  freshmen,  as  our  new  principal,  Mr.  L.  S.  Isaacs  and 
several  newteachers  joined  us  that  year.  Our  homeroom  teacher  was  Mr.  W.  B. 
Hill.  This  year  almost  half  of  our  class  was  tapped  into  the  Beta  Club,  and  a  good 
portion  made  the  Monogram  Club.  We  remember  our  class  parties  which  were 
always  pleasant  occasions.
